The senate passed 
the “must” railroad reorganization 
bill, debated the Guffey coal bill and 
was ready to proceed with other leg- 
islation. 

The house marked time while con- 
ferees reached a final agreement on 
the Tennessee Valley Authority 
amendments, and the house judiciary 
committee decided to shelve the sen- 
ate-approved Walsh bill to impose 
NRA standards on government con- 
tractors. 

Although the measure was on the 
“must” program reported approved at 
a White House conference of congres- 
sional leaders with President Roose- 
velt Sunday night, the committee 
voted 13 to 7 against reporting it to 
the house, 


“It is too important a bill to‘ be 
pushed through at so late a date,” 
explained Chairman Sumners after a 
two-hour executive session. 

Considerable debate was expected 
by leaders when the tax bil} reached 
the floor. Republicans, immediately 
after it was agreed upon, issued a 
statement denouncing it. 


Corporation Income Levy. 


Among the major presidential ree- 
ommendations included in the bill 
was the graduated corporation income 
tax. He had suggested a levy rang- 
ing from 10 3-4 to 16 3-4 instead of 
the present flat 13 3-4 per cent. 

The house voted for a 13 1-4 to 
14 1-4 per cent levy and the senate 
for one from 12 1-2 to 15 1-2 per cent. 
The final bill ranged from 1-2 to 
15 per cent. 


The house had done nothing about 
the existing tax of $1 on each $1,000 
of capital stock. The senate had 
agreed upon Increasing the rate to 
$1.50. The final bill makes it $1.40, 

The present excess profits tax is 5 
per cent on that portion of profits 
over 12 1-2 per cent. The house had 
voted for a rate ranging from 5 to 25 
per cent, the senate for 6 to 12 per 
~ ogg senate’s rates were put in 

e bill. 


In discarding the inheritance taxes, 
the senate boosted existing estate and 
gift taxes. The agreement would 
make the estate taxes 2 per cent on 
the first taxable $10,000, ranging up- 
wards to 70 per cent of the estate 
over $50,000,000. Gift taxes would 
be three-fourths of. that. 


Surtax on Incomes. 


On individual incomes, the house 

proposed to boost the surtax on all 
over $50,000 and the senate only on 
that over $1,000,000. The conferees 
accepted the house schedule, which 
ranges from 31 instead of the present 
| 30 per cent on that part of an income 
| between $50,000-$56,000 to 75 per 
'cent instead of 59 per cent on that 
above $5,000,000. 
_ Existing law stipulates no taxes on 
intercorporate dividends, The final 
bill exempts 90 per cent of such divi- 
denda, Corporation income rates 
apply to the other 10 per cent. Ex- 
perts said the change would amount to 
a tax of around 1 1-2 per cent on in- 
tercorporate dividends, 


The final bill also changes existing 
law which applies taxes of 30 to 40 
per cent on “personal” holding com- 
panies. In place of that, the con- 
ferees decided to make the rates range 
from 20 to 6O per cent. 

The conferees, as expected, knocked 
out two amendments inserted from 
the senate floor. One, by Senator 
Borah, republican, Idaho, forbade the 
future issuance of federal tax exempt 
securities. The other. by Senator Mc- 
Carran, democrat, Nevada, was de- 
signed to restore an open silver mar- 
ket by repeating key sections of the 
silver purchase act. :

BANK INSURANCE BIL 
AUDED BY REP BROWN 


Georgia Congressman Says 


He Has Long Favored | 


Guaranteed Deposits. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.— Kepre- 
sentative Paul Brown, of Georgia, a 
member of the house committee on 
banking and currency, today express- 
ed complete satisfaction with title 1 
of the conference report on the Glass-

bank deposit insurance. 

Mr. Brown, who advocated insur- 


ance of bank deposits more than 10 R 


years ago and was originally elected 
to the house with bank deposit in- 
surance the main plaink on his plat- 
form, said that as a result of the 
measure which finally emerged from 
the two houses

again would have a recurrence of the 
monetary disaster of 1920 when there 
was unwise operation of the federal 
reserve sysiem. 
Important Achievement. 

He said he regarded the deposit in- 
surance title of the bill as the most 
important achievement of the Roose- 
velt administration. 

“I advocated guarantee of bank de- 
posits some 10 years ago,” he de-

“A temporary insurance plan was 
passed in 1933, providing for insur- 
ance of deposits up to $5,000 for each 
depositor. One-fourth of 1 per cent 
was assessed under’ the temporary 
plan for insurance, for one year and 
this was extended to July 1, 1935. 

“The assessment under the bill just 
passed is only one-twelfth of 1 per 
cent. This raises between $40,000,000 
and $50,000,000 annually under nor- 
mal deposits of the banks of this coun- 
try. Under the law just passed this 
t applies to all deposits of 

ank, 

“Besides the protection to the de 
positors this is very helpful to the 
banks because it brings money which 


‘has been in hiding to the banks and 


from the use of the same the banks 
realize a much larger amount 
than the insurance assessment which 
they will have to pay. 

“The Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation has operated since its es- 
tablishment on January 1, 1934, with- 


out a dollar's loss to its stockhold- 
ers. 


“The protection given us at this 


small expense has brought us an ex- 


perience of nearly two years of prac- 
tical freedom from the distress that 
attended bank failures in the United 
States for many years. 

“The bill passed in 1933 providing 
for temporary insurance required that 
all state banks should join the fed- 
eral reserve system after July 1, 
1936, as a condition precedent to 
participation in the benefits of de 
posit insurance. This time was ex- 
tended from July 1, 1936, to July 
1, 1937, by amendment last year. 

“The present bill provides that it 
is not necessary for state banks ever 
to join the federal reserve system 
in order to obtain benefits of de- 
posits insured, The bill as passed 
by the senate required state banks 
to join the federal reserve system 
by July 1, 1937. 

Time Is Extended.

Health Talk

We hea a good deal. about the 
white collar man, the forgotten man 
the sma"! business man, the néeglected 
middle class. For example, the well- 
to-do have the advantage of their 
choice of physicians, specialists, hos- 
pital or. nursing care, and excellent 
clinics and care are provided by the 
community for the indigent, but the 
great independent class of moderate 
means, scbstantial people who pay 
their own way and pay as they go, 
must suffer from the poor consider- 
ation shown for their needs. 


In some respects this pies for the 
white -ollar class falls t, for we 
have th~ feeling that they asked for 
it. They were not compelled to elect 
white collar jobs in the first place; 
they chose that way as being some- 
thing more genteel than he-man jobs. 
Of course, that is not the whole case, 
but it is a large factor in the white 
collar problem. Many a man who 
drifts into the belief that he is fit 
only for a white collar job could do 
a man’s work and earn a man’s pay 
if the right psychology applied to 
this business. Trouble is that Yankee- 
land is at heart a trifle snobbish, 
after ~h, and the dignity of honest 
labor has not yet gained the recog- 
nition in real life that it receives 
in poetry.

Instead of using flour, use plain 
wheat, either entire as it comes from 
the thrasher or ground, cracked or 
krinkled in your own mill to suit your 
need. This will automatically ‘restore 
to the deficient diet vitamins A, B, G, 
and E, as well as part of the calcium 
and phosphorus of which refined foods 
are robbed. Wheat contains five times 
as much iron as white flour contains. 
I have published here several times 
good recipes for various things made 
of plain wheat home ground. Send 
stamped envelope bearing your ad- 
dress and ask for the leaflet “Wheat 
to Eat.” 

Another suggestion which generally 
falls on deaf ears is that everybody 
should eat more cheese. Any and 
every kind of cheese, whatever you 
like and can get. Cottage cheese, 
Dutch cheese, American cheese, or 
any of the various fancy imported 
cheeses. These are excellent sources 
of protein, and with beans or peas, 
will. completely compensate for any 
lack of meat in the diet. 

Finally, this is a good time to re- 
mind readers that peanuts are still 
among the most nourishing, healthful, 
economical staple foods money can 
buy. Any kind of cheese, with some 
peanuts and whatever green or fresh 
vegetable happens to be available, 
makes a salad fit for a king.

Africa Organizes. 


French equatorial Africa has been 
organized. Instead of a rather loose 
geographical term, it is now a solid 
political unit. 

“Previously this vast dependency 
of France—more than four times the 
size of the mother country—consisted 
of four colonies, Gabon, Middle Congo, 
Ubangi-Shari and Chad, each with a 
lieutenant governor and a separate 
budget,” said a bulletin from the 
Washington, D, C., headquarters of 

National Geographic Soeiety. 
“There was a governor general over 
the whole federation, but administra- 
tion. was largely decentralized. Now 
the 912,000 square miles of territory 
is divided into 20 departments or prov- 
inces, each with its own capital and 
local officials, but closely bound to- 
gether under a central government. 

Airport for Each: Capital. 

“Radio and telegraph provide imme- 
diate communication between these 
provincial capitals and French admin- 
istration headquarters at Brazzaville, 
capital of the colony. It is planned 
to build an airport in each capital 
so that the governor general may 
reach any part of his wide territory 
in a few days instead of weeks or 
even months. 

“Poor transportation is largely re- 
sponsible for the present undeveloped 
state of French equatorial Affica. It 
is over 2,000 miles from Pointe Noire 
on the Atlantic to the northern fron- 
tier, deep in the Sahara where Libia 
touches Anglo-Egyptian Sudan. The 
first railroad in the country has only 
just been completed. It connects the 
riverport of Brazzaville, on Stanley 
Pool, with Pointe Noire, a new sea- 
port 340 miles southwest on the coast. 

“A long series of cataracts ‘and 
rapids below Stanley Pool prevent 
through navigation from the lower to 
the middle Congo. For many years 
they discouraged exploration of the 
river. Then Livingston approaching 
from the east, traced the headwaters 
of the Congo to the Lualaba (upper 
Congo), which he thought was the 
Nile. It remained for Stanley to make 
the great journey down the Lualaba, 
proving that it led neither to the Nile 
nor to the Niger, but to the Congo.

One of the attendants at the 
aquarium at Welaka, Fla., has just 
brought in two large catfish. Judged 
by the fish that I have seen of these 
species, they are not large, being 
somewhere between 12 and 45 pounds, 
but in the small tanks they look enor- 
mous. They are black; so black, in 
fact, that they appear to be blue. The 
skin is like velvet, being very smooth 
and lustrous. 

Really, they are beautiful specimens, 
but they have most unintelligent faces. 
The mouth of a catfish spreads en- 
tirely across the “face” when viewed 
head-on; the mouth is terminal also, 
which just means that it is located 
at the end of the head and not above, 
as in the case of the bass or below as 
in the case of the shark. Their eyes 
don’t have the faintest gleam of in- 
telligence, nor do the actions of the 
specimens show any likelihood of the 
least emotion developing. 

Now, a black bass is really an in- 
telligent looking fish. He is trim and 
trig, all fish and full of fight. His 
eye gleams with something akin to 
malicious mischief, to which he gives 
expression at the end of a fishing line. 
Pike? They have positively vicious 
countenances. The “villains” of the 
old melodrama could never achieve a 
makeup half as terrible as the natur- 
al expression of pike. 

And how did we happen to be talk- 
ing about the expressions of fishes, a 
far-fetched thing at the best? Oh, well, 
forget it. I had crappie for luncheon 
today. The flavor means more than 
expression anyway. It strikes me, 
too, that there might be some correla- 
tion . . . yes, I believe there is.

Yet no dogmatic answer can be true, for it is much like asking 
whether a sick man is benefited by bleeding. How can you tell unless 
you know the patient’s condition? The right treatment in one case 
might be the wrong treatment in another. 

In Washington’s time the sick were bled regardless of what ailed 
them. Doubtless some were benefited, else the practice would have 
had no defenders, but blood-letting for all human ailments probably did 
more harm than: good. 

As much can be said for the practice of using the rod. It may have 
chanced to be the right and helpful treatment in some cases and in some 
periods, but today it is no more defensible as a common practice than 
the flogging of servants. | 

A farmer in the cotton belt will trust his stupidest field hand to 
plow a $50 mule, but would not dream of letting him handle a high-bred 
horse. Treatment that does the mule no apparent injury would ruin 
the horse beyond all mending. 

The apple-sprout treatment may have made a better boy of the way- 
ward yokel in the Tom Sawyer era, but times have changed and children 
have changed with them. 

The modern child, given the advantage of 2 more complicated civiliza- 
tion, has a keener and broader mind. He knows more. He is more 
worldly-wise. And he is more civilized. 

Beating him with a stick is plain brutality. The parent says he is 
prompted by a sense of duty, but you will observe that his sense of duty 
becomes inactive when the boy grows big enough to defend himself. 

The parent who uses a stick is prompted by the knowledge that he 
is big enough and strong enough to “get away with it.” Given the same 
relative power and the same immunity to retribution, he would use 4 
Stick on adults who displease him. 

Children never get “too big to whip.” 
whip with safety. 

Punishment is necessary. There must be laws to control conduct, 
and laws are useless unless they provide punishment for offenders. «If 
adults cannot be respectable without the law’s threat of punishment, 
what chance has an unrestrained child? 

But the world has outgrown corporal punishment, and there is no 
more excuse for whipping a child than for whipping an adult—except 


that the child is helpless.

The bill also prevents a corporation 
from cutting its taxes down by passing 
along dividends to an affiliated cor- 
poration. Such dividends, now ex- 
empt from taxation, would be taxed 
at the rate of 1 1-2 per cent. 

Q. Does the bill strike at the rich 
any other way except through higher 
surtaxes? 

A. Yes, through increased taxes on 
estates that wealthy men leave when 
Under this bill, a man pays 
two per cent on an estate of nmiore 
than $40,000. That tax increases un- 
til the federal government gets about 
three-fourths of an estate -worth $50.- 
000,000 


. How much money will the ‘*ed- 
eral government make out of this pill? 

A. About $250,000,000 a vear. 

. How far will that go toward 
balancing the budget?

TELL OF SHARK TERROR 


Youth Escapes Death by 
Miracle; Four Men Killed 
by Ship Blast. 


BOSTON, Aug. 20.—(UP)—A hair- 
raising story of death at sea in an 


explosion which sank a Néw York 
schooner within two minutes, and of 
a two-hour struggle in the shark-in- 
fested waters of Nantucket shoals, 
was told today by four barefooted and 
bedraggled fishermen. 

The four were the only suvivors of 
an air tank blast which blew out the 
entire stern of the 84-ton schooner 
Juneal before yesterday’s dawn and 
took the lives of*the other four mem- 
bers of the crew. 

Those lost were: Alf Kristiensen, 
40, married, of Brooklyn, N. Y., en- 

ineer; Donald Murphy, 42, married, 
rooklyn, mate and second engineer; 
John Colbert, 29, single, East Boston, 
fisherman, and Michael Allard, 88, 
single, Brooklyn, fisherman. 

The survivors, brought here by the 
Norwegian motorship Bélpamela, 
were all Brooklyn residents. They 
were: Captain Gustav Olsen, 48; 
John Powers, 36: Ole Olsen, 17, son 
of the captain, Richard Delaney, 35. 

The Juneal left New Bedford Fri- 
day night for the fishing grounds on 
Asia Rip, Nantucket shoals, arriving 
Saturday at 5 p. m. 

“We fished until late Sunday 
night,” Captain Olsen, a stocky, ruddy- 
faced Norwegian, said, “and caught 
15,000 pounds of haddock. At 4 
o'clock Monday morning, while I was 
catching a wink of sleep with Murphy 
in the pilot house, an explosion rent 
the ship.

DANGEROUS CROCODILES. 

When you make a journey along a 
river in Africa, be careful about croco- 
diles ! 

The big lizard-like animals are to 
be found in and around most African 
rivers, and they like to eat. As a rule 


‘their food is made up of fish and four- 
footed animals; 


but they will seize 


people as well, if they can. . 
The jaws of a crocodile are armed

with sharp-pointed teeth, and there is 
a powerful snap when they are brought 
together. In some parts of Africa the 
animal has proved so bold as to at- 
tack men in a canoe, and to drag one 
of them into the water. 

After getting a victim—either man 
or beast—into the water, the croco- 
dile holds him under until he drowns. 


Meanwhile the crocodile usually 9 = 
the end of its snout out of water, in 
‘order to be able to breathe. 


Some crocodiles reach a length of 
from 15 to 20 feet. They have long 


tails which are used for ‘swimming, 
and which can deliver a strong blow 
either on land or in the water. The 
female lays from 20 to 90 eggs: (about 
the size of goose eggs), and places 
them in sand or mud near the side of 
a river or lake. 

Crocodiles crawl] on land and, like 
alligators, are rather clumsy; but 
they have been known to rise on their 
legs and run. 

India and the East Indies have croc- 
odiles just as dangerous as those of 
Africa. Hundreds of persons have 
fallen victim to the crocodiles of the 
Ganges river in India. 

In Borneo the animals sometimes 
swim up to a village bathing place and 
seize any man or woman they may 
able to reach. Rewards for killing 
crocodiles in Bornea have cut their 
number. 

The “crocodile bird’ of Africa has 
won fame. It is a member of the 


pplover family and seems to have no 


fear when it alights on a crocodile 
basking in the sun. It eats “para- 
sites’ which cling to the big animal, 
and even dares:to pick food from the 
erocodile’s teeth. When the bird sees 
a beast or man coming near, it utters 
a cry. 

One kind of crocodile lives in Flor- 
ida, along with the alligators, and 
there are crocodiles in the West. In- 
dies and in northern parts of South 
America. Crocodiles of the New World 
are not so dangerous as those in Af- 
rica and India. 

The crocodiles head is shaped 
something like a triangle, and_the 
snout is rather pointed., An alliga- 
tors head, on the other hand, is round- 
ed about the snout.

operations reported. 

Wheat closed 1 7-8 to 2 3-8 cents 
above the previous finish, December 
89 5-8 to 89 3-4, and corn was 3-8 to 
3-4 up, December 55 5-8 to 55 3-4. 
Oats gained 1-2 to 7-8, rye 3-4 to 
1 1-4 and barley was unchanged to a 
cent up. 

Wheat prices were steady at the 
opening but buying increased notice- 
ably following release of a survey 
made by a leading crop authority. It 
spring 
wheat to date of harvest at 40.7 per 
cent which suggested a crop of 145,- 
000,000 bushels, or 31,000,000 under 
the official estimate as of August 1. 
The survey added that a large per- 
centage of the crop would be of value 
only for feeding. 

Reports from parts of the Canadian 
western provinces indicated possibil- 
ity of further losses to late wheat 
from rust and heat. In the Dinsmore 
district of Saskatchewan it was said 
current indications are for a probable 
yield of around 10 bushels to the acre 
instead of 30 bushels. 

Strength in wheat at Minneapolis 
and Winnipeg attracted attention be- 
fore the close. Liverpool was slightly 
higher. Some buying here was attribut- 
ed to milling interests. 

Early easiness in corn was prompt- 
ed by reports of beneficial rains over 
much of the belt and December drop- 
ped to a new low for the season. 
Later the market firmed with wheat. 
Oats also responded to wheat action.
